and Ireland are following very closely the 
lead of the senior partner. The ‘most 
marked feature in these statistics ia that 
the population of England aud Wales: is 
rapidly becoming. a” community of aged 
Fifty years ago the 
averago length Gf life was under fifty, Jast 
year's statistics show-that it bad gone up 
to almost; seventy-one anda balf (actually 
over seventy-one and five months). There 
ig no doubt that -this change has been 
_ brought about by the improved care taken 
in sanitary. affairs; and that those that now 


had come to conceive that his duties towards 
the worker had ceased, It‘ was under such 
conditions that tho birth-rate commenced 
abnormally to increase, and. that the first 
growth of the population of the early half 
of the century took place.

icentury ago it was largely dependent on 
the United Kingdom.

allowed to center, without saying. what 
place. It is. even hinted that the Chingse 
mililary oro tobe stationed within the limits 
of the Sottlements with powors to arrest 
and-punish, whereas this power rests with the 
Mauuicipel Conncil undér supreme control of 
Foreign Governments, so that not one Chinese 
soldier could march through the streets of the 
Settlements unless with a “pass fromthe Muii- 
cipal Ciuneil. It is clear that the. purpose of 
thy Viceroy by « stroke of the pen ia to do 
away with any such thing as a Foreign Settte- | 
mentiat. a treaty port. Instead of brosching 
the question, he takes it for granted. 

“Tne Vieeray then adds that the placing of a 
Chinese woman in tho foreign yacl was o 
mistake, whereas there is ro foreign guol for 
Chineso prisoners, but a Municipal gaol, built 
hy the taxes of the ratepayers for Chinese, not 
foreign, prisoners. So by smother stroke of the 
pen the so-calld “forcign gaol” in to, be 
diearded.
